Les demarches d'un Egyptien 

Un Frangais établi au Caire depuis de nom 
breuses années, M. L. Lambert, a pris l'initia- 
tive de faire démarches sur démarches pour 
faire aboutir le projet de la création d'une 
mosquée à Paris. 

A un journaliste qui est allé le voir M. Lam- 
bert a fait, avec beaucoup d’amabilité, les dé- 
clarations suivantes : 

— Je suis venu exprés à Paris pour sou- 
mettre au gouvernement francais cette intéres 
sante question, dont les conséquences _politi- 
ques seront énormes. 

Jai eu une longue conférence hier avec un 
haut fonctionnaire du ministère des cultes, 
qui a fait le meilleur accueil & mon projet et 
m'a conseilié de m’adresser au ministre des 
affaires étrangéres pour que celui-ci entamat 
des négociations avec la direction dés domaines 
afin de trouver à Paris un terrain convenable 
dont la concession nous permettrait d’édifier la 
mosquée tant désirée. 


Il y a quelques jours je m’étais également. 


rendu au ministére de l'intérieur qui a transmis 
depuis le doszier contenant vingt un documents 
relatifs & cette demande de concession. 

Ces documents sont signés par les quatre 
grands cheikhs de l'Université d’El-Azhar, 
c’est-i-dire par les personnages les plus inffu- 
ents du monde musulman. 

L'un d'eux, Abd-el-Rahman-el-Maleké (Maro- 
cain), qui est trés influent non seulement en 
Egypte, mais en Algérie et surtout au Maroc, 
son pays d'origine, ol je vais me rencontrer 
avec lui dans quelques jours et lui faire part 
du résultat qu auront donné mes démarches, et 
qui sera accompagné par son neveu, le fils 
d’Abd-el-Kader, apprendrait avec une joie 
sincére que la France a acoueilli fa vorablement 
notre requéte. 


Le cheikh Abd-el-Rahman-el-Maleké m'avait 


manifesté le désir de venir & Paris pour m’as- 


sister dans mes démarches, et cela aurait tres 


certainement été du meilleur effet, mais au 
dernier moment il n’a pu accomplir ce voyage. 

Mais j espère que le gouvernement frangais 
ne voudra pas tarder plus longtemps à prendre 
une décision, puisque depuis de nombreuses 
années des mosquées ont été édifiées & Londres 
et à Berlin par les soins des gouvernements 
anglais et allemand.

SUDAN LAND SETTLEMENT. 


NEW ORDINANCE. 


Whereas it is expedient to make special pro- 
vision for the settlement of claims to waste 
forest and unoccupied lands, 

It ia hereby enacted as follows :— 


1.—This Ordinance may be called “The 


Land Settlement Ordinance, 1905.” 


2.—In this Ordinance the word “land” in- 
cludes benefits to arise out of land and things 
attached to the earth or permanently fastened 


to anything attached to the earth. 


The words “cnoccupied land” include uncul. 
tivated land and all land which shall not have 
been in the uninterrupted occupation of some 
person or persons for a period exceeding five 


years next befure a notice given by the Go- 
vernor General with reference to such lands 
under the next section, and also all lands 
which, owing to their height above the river, 
the infrequency of rains, and other circom- 
stances, have been cultivated at irregular in- 
tervals only. 

3.—(i.) Whenever it shall appear expedient 
to the Governor General to effect a settlement 
of claims in or over any lands which are or are 
alleged to be waste, forest, or unoccupied, he 
shall publish a notice in the Sudan Gazette, 

(a) specifying as nearly as possible the 
situation and limits of such Jand. 

(4) declaring it is proposed to effect a settle- 
ment of such land. 

(e) appointing an Officer (hereinafter called 
the Settlement Officer) to inquire into and 
determine the existence nature and rights 
claimed by or alleged to exist in favor of any 
person in or over any land comprised within 
such limits and to deal with the same as 
provided in this Ordinance. 

(ii.) The Governor General may at any time 
by a notice in the Sudan Gazatte” annul the 
appointment of any Settlement Officer or 
appoint another Officer in his place. 

4.— When a notice has been published under 
section 3 the Settlement Officer shall publish 
in Arabic at the otlices of the Governor of the 
Province and the Mamur of the district and at 
convenient places in the neighbourhood of such 
land a proclamation. 

(a) specifying as nearly as possible the 
situation and limits of the land which it is 
proposed to settle. 

(O) fixing a period within which any person 
claiming any right in or over such land is 
required to present to such Officer a written 
notice specifying the nature of such claim. 

5.—(i) After the expiration of the period 
specified in section 4 the Settlement Officer 
shall hold enquiries at convenient places on or 
near the land which it is proposed to settle. 
Such reasonable notice as may be poasible ot 
the date and place of such enquiries shall be 
given to the claimants. 

The Settlement Officer shall enguire into 
all claims made ander section 4 and the 
existence of any right or practice in or over 
the land in respect of which no claim has been 
made and shall record a summary of his 
enquiry in wri'ing. 

(ii.) And after hearing the claimants or 
their duly authorised agents if they present 
themselves the Settlement Officer shall ad- 
judicate upon every claim. 

6.—{i.) If the Settlement Officer is satisfied 
that any person is entitled to the beneficial 
ownership of any land he shall make an order 
admitting such ownership. 

(ii) If the Settlement Officer is satisfied, as 
regards any land, that it is entirely free from 
any private rights or that the rights existing 
in or over it do not amount to fall ownership 
he shall make an order that the ownership of 
the land is in the Government. 

(iii.) If the Settlement Officer is satisfied 
that any person is entitled to any rights of 
the kind mentioned hereinafter in or over any 
land owned by the Government or any other 
person, orthat the Gevernment is entitled to 
any such right of a private nature in or over 
land owned by any person, that is to say 

(a) a right to cultivate by the natural flood 
of the river or by rain, 

(4) a right of pasture,
